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PAWCATUCK CIRCUS VISITS 
by PURTILL 


Before I tell you of the Circus record of the little town of Pew- 
catuck let me tell you a little of myself.I was born in the town of 
Mystic on Mar.30,1881,end in Jun.of 1894,joined the Bob Hunting reil 
roed show at Westerly.This was a smell 10 car show with open cer in ad- 
vence,end I wes an outside program end cendy men.In 1896 I wes wit. the 
J .W.GOODRICH-LAUGHLIN WAGON SHOW as concert end reserve ticket me-,and 
two years leter wes with the J.W.GOODRICH WAGON SHOW es side show tick- 
et men, 

The first Circus to show here wes R.SANDS on Apr,19,1849.JOHN H. 
MURRAY ceme next with s show on Jun,18,1875 and on Jun,29,1879 the VAN 
AMBERGH CIRCUS ceme to town, 

The FRANK A.ROBBINS railroed show played on the P.S.Barber lot on 
Jun, 12,1888,then came WALTER L,MAIN on Mon,Aug,20 thet seme year,With 
Welter L.Main came the first elephant thet wes ever shown in this town, 
Welter L.Main this year wes a 60 horse wagon show and came here from 
Mystic Bridge and efter pleying here went to Hope Valley.In 1889 came 
the first cowboys with the WASHBURN & ARLINGTON WILD WEST.In 1890 T.K. 
BURKS TRANSATLANTIC RAILROAD SHOW ceme to town and pleyed on the lot e-* 
High end Oek Streets.Aug.18 of the seme year saw CHARLES LEE CIRCUS at 
the Barber lot.This wes a one ring wagon show.In 1891 WALTER L.MAIN to- 
ok to the reils and ceme here with his show on Aug.4.T.K.BURK ceme back 
again in 1892 end a new wagon show called HARPER BROS.came in at the 
end of the season,In Aug.1893 WALTER L.MAIN brought his show here after 
it had been rebuilt following a bad train wreck he had at Tyrone,Pa.in 
May.This wreck cost him 5 men,5O horses and considerable equipment, 

1894 was a benner year as four Circuses came to town.Bob Hunting 
ceme in first on June 18,ADAM FOREPAUGH came in on July 16,JAMES W. 
GOODRICH came on Aug.10 and on Aug.24 another small show came but I can 
not remember the name, 

On Aug. 2,1896,W.L.WASHBURNS big 3 ring show ceme to town and bro- 
ught with them the first hippo ever to be shown in this town,In 1899 
J.H.LaPEARL came for the first time and this elso wes his first year to 
come east of the Mississippi,RHODA ROYAL ceme in efter he left.On July 
12,1900,for the first visit to this town ceme SIG SAUTELLE and he then 
ceme back agein on July 4,1902.0n this visit he wes the lest Circus to 
ever show on the Berber lot, 

1904 sew a new lot being used right off of Noyes Ave.,and the first 
Circus to use it was THOMAS HARGRAVES on Aug.15.Thru the years the 
following shows pleyed on this lot in this order:-PAWNEE BILL; ROBBINS}; 
LA TENAS;WHEELER BROS; SIG SAUTSLLE;DOWNIE & WHEELER;JONES BROS;WILSON; 
SPARKS; WALTER L. MAIN; COL.CUMMING;and then GENTRY BROS.& PATTERSON 
ceme on Aug.9,1924 and showed on the Nichols lot on the old Potter Hill 
road and was the first and only Circys ever to use this lot, CHRISTY 
BROS.came on July 20,1925 end pleyed st Riverside Park and drew the 


largest crowd in the history of this town to any Circus.More than 8,00C 
people sew the night show,

In Switzerlend Knie Bros.Nationel Swiss Circus is as familier as 
BBB in the States.It's not only their big one but also the only one. 
Thru newspeper eds I leerned thet the show was to be in Geneva during 
the time I was on furlough in the country,end so when our tour group 
reached nearby Lausanne I took off for the Circus, 

In the smell surrounding towns end in the city itself there was 
considerable billing.They use e few 1 sheet dete sheets,many herald ty 
pe helf sheets which list the entire progrem,end attractive window card 
They heve Mein Street billers who were eble to plece cards in windows 
of meny exclusive shops, 

Asking directions to the show grounds et the American Express off 
ice,I leerned that it was just off Plece du Cirque-e public square near 
the center of town, 

Circus Knie makes e good eppeerence on the lot,The canves is new 
end clean;the other eouipment is in good shape end well painted.The big 
top is e four pole round top and includes quite a number of exits con- 
sisting of stairways leeding out of the tent from the level of the high 
est seats, 

The front door is more like a sideshow or carnivel front beceuse 
there is no merquee, Instead there is a show front thet includes a wood 
en framework,red curtains,a porteble picket fence,and several potteu 
plants,Over the top is a large sign bearing the title in both Fren g 
German, Entrence to the menagerie which is by seperate ticket simil 
to U.S.kid shows-is of the same type.There is no banner line,no gr se 
joint,no midwey as we know it, 

Three ticket wagons ere used-two for the big show and one fo: the 
menagerie.The latter also tekes cere of advence ticket seles and there 
was a long line at thet window during my visit. 

Arriving on the lot,I took a number of photos and circled the lay 
out a couple of times.I found that things looked almost like they do 
on a U.S.show,There were generetors,pole wagons,canves wagons, sleeping 
workmen,and groomsexcersizing some ponies,One unusual wagon bore the 
French word TOILETTE in large letters and wes @ rest room,.The other 
wagons including the many living wagons were white with the title let- 
tered in blue,hed very smell iron rimmed wheels,end were fitted for use 
with the shows 2 trectors,. 

Living wagons of the steff end performing personnel were lined up 
at the side of the lot and perallel to e mein street.,It wes there that 
I located the circus business office and tried to telk with Eugen Knie. 
But we could not get together on the lenguage,so I telked with his Sec, 

She was en attrective young women and hospiteble-but her classes 
in English hed mede no mention of circus fans.And so we hed the usual 
difficulties.With the help of my CHS cerd end a Hunt Bros,ticket as 
well as much gesturing and jebbering,I got the ides across,And she gave 
me a number of the program booklets in French for Gemeve and both French 
end German editions of the shows attractive courier.I was able to do 
thet much,but I em quite sure she wes much more confused ebout Americans 
when I left, 

After unknowingly weiting thru the wrong and very slow line,I was 
directed to the correct one where I got e ticket for the menagerie,Circe 
us Knie uses 4 seperate tents for its enimals-the first for lead stock 
including camels,yaks,zebus,and llemes-the second containing the 17 
horses and 14 ponies in stalls similar to those in U.S.horse feirs-the 
third with the 4 cage wagons,end the 4th with the 11 elephants, 
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FOREIGN CIRCUS( CONTINUED) 


It wes in the cage tent thet I first saw an extremely interesting 
phase of European circuses.Here were e number of artists with their 
eesles set up in front of the various cages and hard at work painting 
animel scenes, 

Being a stranger in these perts and uneble to spesk to anyone,I 
wes scepticel about going into the big top,There was no performsence 
that afternoon,I did wonder if my uneuthorized entrance would result in 
spending the rest of my furlough in the Geneve jeil,but I found there 
the seme easy going informelity that I had first seen at Circus Inter- 
nationel in Luxembourg, 

There wes a reheersel in progress,Trainers were breaking some lib- 
erty horses and e juggler wes awaiting his turn in the ring.Scattered 
thru out the seats were many more Swiss students and artists sketching 
agein.In the ring,training wes helted to pose a horse so thet an older 
men could peint the scene, 

This and other evidence emphasized the difference in atmosphere a 
round European shows.There is none of the hustle and bustle found on 
American circuses,no hurry,no mad dash to give the shows and move on 
thet night.Those potted plents on the front door give one the first in- 
dicetion of the difference,The lezy like cooperation with art students 
tells the rest,It is a Continental air entirely unfemiliar,to Americen 
circus goers, 

Circus Knie is pure,genuine Circus just the same,The smells wer 
the same,the program sounded femiliar,kids look at lions the same wey, 
the seme heze filled the tents,and there is much of the seme circusy 
etmosphere about the tops,the wagons,the backyard,and the people. When 
I left the lot I felt thet I had seen es much es possible of en excep- 
tionally outstending European circus-the next best thing to circuses 
that heve kid show talkers
